ORDER 

(Passed on 2 June 1998) 

This case deals with a proposal of the New Mangalore 
Port Trust (NMPT) about revision/fixation of hire charges 
for the use of port launches, tugs, etc. 

2. The case was placed before the Board of Trustees in 
its meeting held on 23 September, 96,.The proposal was 
passed by the Board of Trustees on the understanding that 
the fixation/revision of rates required is to neutralise the 
impact of the revision of salaries and increases in operational 
and maintenance costs. 


3. The concerned port-users viz., the CCI, the Steamer 
Agents Association, INSA, MRPL, HPCL and KIOCL were 
consulted by this Authority. The HPCL have stated that they 
are in agreement with the proposed revision. Hie MRPL have 
stated that they are not using the facilities referred to in the 
proposal and have, therefore, no comments to give. 

4. The Chairman and Member (JVS) of this Authority 
visited the NMPT on 28 May 98 for holding a joint hearing 
in this case. The Steamer Agents Association (also repre¬ 
senting the CCI) stated that since it would not affect Pilot¬ 
age, they had no objection to the proposal. It was further 
stated dial since three vessels had earlier been omitted, there 
was a need to amend the Scale of Rates. The INSA, whose 
representative was present, also had no objection. 

5. This case was considered by this Authority in its 
meeting on 2 June 1998. In view of the fact that the port 
users concerned has no objection to the proposal and since 
it has the unanimous approval of tile Board of Trustess, the 
Authority approves the proposal. The revised rates will be 
as follows :—
